A three-judge Fulton superior court 
Wednesday night issued an order en- 
joining the publie service commission 
from putting into effect on eight of 
nine independent Georgia 
companies a 17 wer cent rate reduc- 
tion decreed June 22. 

The order is a temporary injunc- 


tion which is to remain in force until 
such time as the case may be regularly 
heard before a master or a jury in 
the regular court procedure. Wed- 
nesday’s order instructs the companies,

in billing customers, to state the 
amount billed and the amount as 
would be under the reduced rates, with 
the statement that the difference will 
he refunded if the commission's rate 
reduction order shall finally be es- 
tablished and put into effect. 

Two of the judges held that the 
rates fixed are confiscatory while the 
third member of the court, Judge F. 
DD. Thomas, declared that there was 
uncontroverted proof that the members 
of the commission had promised Govr- 
ernor Talmadge to lower rates before 
getting their appointments and that, 
hecause of this, they were not quali- 
fied to fix rates. Judge Thomas then 
held that there was no need to pass 
on a rate fixed by a commission that 
was not qualified. 

No statement came from the com- 
mission but it is considered certain 
that the decision will be appealed to 
the supreme court. 

The court did not act on the ninth 
company, the Georgia-Continental Tel- 
ephone Company, which is the largest 
of the group. It is expected that a

PRIEST'S COMFORT 


Austrian Chancellor Al- 


lowed To Bleed Slowly 
to Death, Commissar Re- 
veals in Broadcast. 


VIENNA, (By Telephone to Lon- 
don), duly 25.—(UP)—Chancellor 
Englebert Dollfuss bled to death 
slowly, denied the ministrations of 
physician or Catholic priest by his 
assassins, 
Patriotic Service Adam 
cast tonight. 

Dollfuss was shot in the neck and 
shoulder, Adam said. They would not 
Jet a physician be ealled to attend him 
and they let him die without fulfilling 
his request for a priest to confess 
him. Dollfuss was a devout Catholic. 

Adam’s account follows: 

“Dolifuss, Major Emil Fey. securi- 
ty director; Baron Karwinski, min- 
ister of publie safety, were seated in 
the chancellor's office when _ they 
heard the nazis smash doors and as- 
cend the stairs. 

“Dollfuss and 


Karwinski were

“Just as they reached the historic 
hall where the congress of Vienna was 
held in 1814 the nazis broke another 
door in the same hall and entered 
with drawn revolvers. 

“The first man entering fired two 
shots, hitting Dollfuss in the neck 
and shoulders. 

“The chancellor fell to the floor ex- 
claiming, ‘Help! Help!’ in a low 
voice.” 

“An attendant thought Dollfuss was 
killed outright and rushed to him, but 
the nazis halted him at pistol point 
for 10 minutes. Then they conducted 
him to the room where Fey and 
others were in custody.

“1. To give the college and myself 
all the unpleasant publicity possible, 
staging it around a lawsuit for the 
sum of money he claimed was due 
him. 

“2. He was going to write to all the 
patrons of the college advising them 
that 1 was wrecking the institution 
by my policies. 

“3. That he was going to beat me 
up right then and there in my office. 
Says He Protected Self. 

“My reply was that I never wrote 
checks under threat of blackmail, and 
that he could proceed with his pur- 
poses. He then attacked me and it be- 
came my duty to protect myself, which 
I did to the best of my ability with- 
out attacking him. After this was over 
he left the office. 

When Dr. Jacobs hurled the black- 
mail charges at the minister, Dr. 
Dodge quotes himself as replying that 
he “could not blackmail you. ere 
is a difference between facts and black- 
mail. I intend simply telling them the 
truth.” 

Then came the fight. which lasted, 
according to Dr. Dodge, “about a 
round and a half.” 

Dr. Jacobs, in his statement, said 
that “the policy was adopted by the fi- 
nance committee of the university to 
the general effect that all officers and 
faculty members should be officially 
notified that the university, after 
June 1, 1932, would not be legally 
liable for any specified amount of 
salary, but would endeavor to pay to 
its faculty as nearly as possible the 
amount previously paid and, on the 
other hand, that the university plans 
not to discharge any members of the 
official force or faculties. 

“Ag a consequence not a single mem- 
ber of the faculty of Oglethorpe Uni- 
versity has been discharged and there 
are none of them being fed by the 
government of the United States or by 
relief agencies.

Although the three judges concurred 
in granting the injunctions there were 
two opinions, the first by Judge Pome- 
roy and Judge Moore and the second 
by Judge Thomas. 

In their opinion the first two 
judges named held that there were 
two matters before the court for con-

sideration, whether or not the mem- 
bers of the commission are qualified 


to fix rates, the utilities having con- 
tended that they are under duress 
from Governor Talmadge, and whether 
or not the rates fixed are fair and 
permit a reasonable return on the in-

The courts held that for the pur- 
pose of the findings in this particular 
case it is not necessary to pass on 
the first question. 

With regard to the second question 
the two judges opined that because of 
the wide difference in valuations giv- 
en by the companies and the commis- 
sion it is impossible for the court to 
determine just what the valuations 
are. However, the two judges held 
that the commission failed to show 
that the rates prescribed would per- 
mit a reasonable return. The two 
judges commented on the fact that 
while the law gives the commission 
power to fix rates it does not give it 
the authority to determine financial 
outlays of the companies, that being 
left to the directors and they assert- 
ed that the commission had not shown 
that the companies had misspent their 
funds, 

In his special concurring opinion 
Judge Thomas said that 
panies had charged that the commis- 
sion members were under duress from 
Governor Talmadge and no effort was 
made by the commission to controvert 
this testimony, the judge adding that 
“if this is true, then any hearing by 
the commission was a mere formality 
to attempt to justify a decision previ- 
ously reached.” 

The court said that if the situation 
was not true, some counter showing 
should have been made by the com- 
‘mission. 

The judge went on to say: 


order iasued by the commission is 
not its judgment, rendered after a fair 
and impartial hearing on the facts, or 
the result of the exercise of its judg- 
ment: but is the judgment of the 
appointive power who, having heard 
no evidence, directed that the court 
of his appointment, and subject to re- 
moval at his pleasure, render a partic- 
ular judgment or be discharged. This 


is not compatible with the establish- | 


ed and accepted idea of a fair hear- 
ing which is essential to due process 
of law. 

“Having held the commission to be 
disqualified to pass an order on the 
subject matter involved in this cage, 
it is my opinion that it would be im- 
proper for this court to review the 
schedule of rates fixed by the com- 
mission. To do so would have the 
effect of this court assuming original 
jurisdiction of a matter which has 
been delegated by statute to a com- 
mission which, when duly qualified, 
has the exclusive right to initiate 
changes in rate schedules of public 
utility companies.”

Frederick Laurens Ingraham, 86, 
Confederate veteran, and son of the 
late Commodore Duncan Ingraham, of 
the United States and Confederate 
navies, died Wednesday at his resi- 
dence, 956 Euclid avenue, N. E.

He ordered 
the decks cleared for action and the 
Austrian consul general turned Kosz- 
ta, who wanted to be an American 
citizen, over to Commodore Ingraham. 

Mr. Ingraham is survived by a 
daughter, Mrs. Earl Threlkeld, and 
two sons, H. L. and D. Ingraham, all 
of Atlanta.

“Five hours after the killing, offi- 
cials arrived at the ministry. They 
opened the door to Klausener’s office 
with difficulty. The body lay at the 
threshhold, face down, MKlausener’s 
own hat_ between the legs; a pistol 
nearby. The body was removed in a 
police wagon to the science institute. 
The ashes later were returned.”

A belief held by attorneys at the farm 
administration that the Bankhead cot- 
ton control bill could be legally sus- 
pended this year has increased specu- 
lation as to whether ‘the compulsory 
measure will be applied to this years 
crop.

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THE KILLIFISHES AGAIN. 
A recent work on the fishes of the 
Atlantic coastal region defiries the 


killifishes in this manner: ‘‘Body ob- 
long or moderately elongated, com- 
pressed behind, depressed forward, 
covered with large cycloid scales. Lat- 
eral line very imperfect or usually en- 

tirely absent. Mouth terminal or su- 
_ perior. Head scaled above. Dorsal 
single. Some species give birth to 
living young.” The general facts stat- 
ed here are true and excellently pre- 
sented, but like most scientific de- 
scriptions, leave you cold. That is, 
unless you are vitally interested, in 
which case each word is a force in 
carving out a picture of the class, 
piling characteristic on characteristic 
with a vivid and graphic clarity of 
meaning. 

Yet there is another aspect of the 
killifishes that merits attention, espe- 
cially as regards Georgia. In our fa- 
mous Okefinokee swamp, for example, 
is found Lucania ommata, said to be 
one of the very smallest of backboned 
animals of the world. This is a killi- 
fish of real distinction. Our little 
Gambusia that we plant in the garden 
posts to control the mosquitos, is a 

ifish, By the way, I like to get 
my eye as close to the aquarium wall 
as I can and imagine that my Gam- 
busia are tarpon. There is a super- 
ficial resemblance there that interests 
mea lot. It is an especially delight- 
ful pastime on hot nights, this mental 
submergence in the ocean, where 
Anacharis and Cabomba resolve them- 
selves into massive seaweeds, and the 
stones become gigantic masses of 
brain-coral. See that majestic tarpon 
swimming in view!

IL DUCE MASSES ARMY; 
INTERVENTION PLEA MADE 


ROME, July 25.—(#)—A _state- 
ment eminating from official sources 
tonight said that the Austrian govern- 
ment has requested intervention by 
European powers to guarantee Aur- 
tria’s integrity. 

The statement, which was given to 
the government-controlled press, was 
published shortly after it was an- 
nounced that Premier Mussolini had 
issued war time military orders to 
army, navy and air forces to the north 
of Padua. 

The inspired press reported that the 
diplomatic representatives of Italy 
France, England and the Little En- 
tente countries will hold an urgent 
conference at Vienna tomorrow to de- 
termine what action should be taken. 

The conference also will decide 
which of the powers should intervene 
in case armed assistance is determined 


upon. 

Italian troops are prepared to march 
into Austria on short notice. 

The army and air force from Padua 
north was commanded by the premier 
to be in momentary readiness to move 
across the Austrial frontier. 


Leaves Cancelled. 


Leaves were cancélled, and each 
unit was told the keep itself in full 
strength with all of its mechanical 
war devices in order. 

The order applied to 75,000 men 
north of Padua. 

At the same time an official com- 
munique was issued stating that the 
first naval squadron had left Port 
Ancona. 

The communique did not give the 
déstination of the squadron, but naval 
circles said that it 1s moving into the 
north Adriatic, particularly Port 
Trieste, to keep in touch with Aus- 
trian developments, 

Mussolini ordered the ministries of 
war, navy and air to keep officers of 
the rank of colonel on duty all night 
until further instructions, instead of 
assigning night duty as usual to a 
second lieutenant. 


Ambassador Attacked.

REACTION OF GERMANY 
IS DECIDEDLY MIXED 

BERLIN, July 25.—(® —Nazi 
Germany received conflicting reports 
of today’s developments in Austria 
with mixed emotions, ranging from “I 
told you,so”-to denials that there is 
any connection between Germany and 
Austrian nazis in the events, 

The Austrian nazi leader, Alfred 
Frauenfeld, exiled in Germany, denied 
that his party had anything to do with 
the revolt, saying that it was a break 
in the Dollfuss cabinet. 

“This is purely an Austrian affair,” 
said a foreign office spokesman, who 
insisted that Germany's attitude to- 
ward her German-speaking. neighbor is 
strictly one of “hands off.” 

He pcinted out that German offi- 
cials watch Austrian occurrences with 
interest, but hold the conviction that 
strict neutrality is the wisest course. 

Berlin governmental circles have 
contended that the regime of Chan- 
cellor Engelbert Dollfuss in Austria 
is not a government of or for the peo- 
ple, that virtual chaos and unbear- 
able conditions exist, in the neighbor- 
ing country, 

The foreign office spokesman said 
that Germany has held aloof from 
Austria and said that Premier Musso- 
lini, of Italy, recently charged that 
 wabpcone Yugo-Slavians were responsible 
or some developments on the Danube. 

Chancellor Hitler is known to be 
watching the situation closely, prob- 
ably from the Bavarian home, not far 
from the Austrian border. 


Hitler’s Special Guards 
MadelndependentBody 


BERLIN, July 25.—(®)—The spe- 
cial guards of Chancellor Hitler— 
known as the Schutz Staffel—were 
separated today from the brown-shirt- 
ed storm troops and made into an 
independent organization. 

The elevation of this uniformed 
division was in part a reward for its 
aid in the suppression of the “Roehm 
revolt” on June 30, when black-shirted 
members of the 8. S. acted as firing 
squads. 

_ Heretofore, the S. S. had been con- 
sidered a sort of elite division of the 
storm troop army, and the. division 
was not unexpected, since Hitler has 
shown a growing reliance on its mem- 


rs. 

The order gave rise to further specu- 
lation as to the future of the storm 
ag after the end of the July vaca- 

on. 

“In recognition of the great S. S. 
Service, especially in conjunction with 
the events of June 30,” said Hitler’s 
order, “I raise the S. S. to an in- 
dependent organization within the na- 
tional socialist party. 

“At the same time the federal S. S. 
leader, like the chief of staff (of the 
storm troops) and the S. S. reichs- 
fuehrer (federal leader Himmler) both 
have party recognition of rank as 
reichsleiter (federal executive heads.)”

I saw one five-year-old boy strut- 
ting excitedly in circles with a toy 
rifle on his shoulder, followed by a 
nurse-who apparently did not realize 
what was going on. 

ilitary : 

By 3:45 p. m., Ballhausplatz was 
crowded with police. They mounted 
machine guns in strategic points. In 
the background were the regular 
troops, among them a general of in- 
fantry. : 

The police officers then approached 
the door and repeated the demand, 
“Open or we dynamite.” 

At 3:57 the glass door on the bal- 
cony above the entrance opened and 
Fey appeared. Behind him stood 
three men in uniform. 

A cheer went up from the Heim- 
wehr men outside, but Fey shouted 
“Silence. Where is the commandant 
of police?” 

he commandant was not there, but 
another officer came forward and 
asked Fey: “Are you arrested?’ 

“No,” Fey answered, but it was 
noticed that the uniformed men be- 
hind him were in easy positions to 
shoot. 

A few minutes later a policeman 
was allowed to enter the building, car- 
rying a white flag. 

He emerged to say, “I have spoken 
to Fey. He says don't make a move 
or do anything without orders. 

“One hundred and fifty govern- 
ment employes are imprisoned with 
the cabinet. members. Dollfuss is 
critically wounded. He has resigned 
and they are waiting for Rintelen to 
come.” 

A few minutes later Fey again ap- 
peared and asked for Major Pfirmer 
(former heimwehr leader with nazi 
sympathies). 

Pfirmer was not present, however, 
and Fey thereupon ordered the army 
to go back to its barracks. The troops 
withdrew as did the majority of the 
police, and soon Ballhausplatz was 
practically deserted. 

Attack Is Forbidden. : 

Later Fey appeared for a_ third 
time on the baicony and started to 
spenk, but» without waiting to hear 
what he wanted to say, Odo Neus- 
tradeter-Steurmer, minister of social 
welfare, shouted up to him: 

“Surrender in 15 minutes or we 
will attack. If you will surrender, we 
will allow you safe conduct across 
the border, but if you disregard this 
ultimatum we will begin the attack. 

Fey thereupon stepped forward and 
shouted to an army officer nearby: 

‘“‘As federal commissar for extraor- 
dinary measures, I command you not 
to attack, but to make no move. 

This exchange of ultimatums lasted 
until after 7 p. m. Then the conspira- 
tors finally agreed to leave the build- 
ing under the government’s promise of 
safe conduct. 

Fey Leaves Building. 

A few minutes later Fey emerg 
from the rear door of the building. 

The heimwehr men rushed forwa 
cheering, but Fey waved_ them aside 
with a short “silence.” Neustradeter- 
Steurmer then stepped up, and Fey 
told him of the death of Dollfuss. _ 

Finally the 150 rank and file pris- 
oners emerged from the building, one 
by one, and at last the big doors of 
the court yard opened and disclosed 
three lorries carrying conspirators, 
whose number was given as 144, al- 
though a larger number had been on 
hand at first. : 

Before the surrender, Neustradeter- 
Steurmer had given an ultimatum eall- 
ing for surrender at 5:48 p.m.

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DOLLFUSS REGIE 
MARKED BY CRSE 


(By the Associated Press.) 
. A long series of parliamentary gov- 


ernments—typically unstable in a 
country where no party held a clear 
majority—preceded the advent of En- 
gelbert Dollfuss as chancellor of Aus- 


a. | 

The little man—he is scarcely more 
than five feet tall—was not a well- 
known figure in internationat circles 
when he stepped from the ministry of 
agriculture into the chancellorship on 
May 21, 1933. 

It appeared at first that he was 
but “another chancellor’ who would 
hold office for a time, then, losing 
his slim majority in the chamber of 
deputies, step aside for another. 

But Dollfuss proved to be some- 
thing quite different from just an- 
other chancellor. He was a. fighter, 
and said to be a very devout man 
who looked for Divine guidance. 

He was rather irritable with his 
slim parliamentary majority and with 
the necessity of compromise with ele- 
ments whose principles in some par- 
ticular clashed with his own. 
| Dollfuss himself was a Christian 
socialist, and his first government 
was a coalition. with the national so- 
cialists of Austria and the agrarians. 


Perilous Situation. 


There were many elements which 
might at any time throw a match into 
the powder barrel. The fascist heim- 
wehr ‘(home guard), led by Prince 
Ernst Von Starhemberg, which even- 
tually was to become the backbone 
of the Dollfuss government, was by 


no méans wholeheartedly with him at 


the start. 
Certainly, he could expect nothing 
but. opposition from the _ socialists, 


whose “schutzbund” (uniformed _re- 
publican guard) numbered 12,000 
men, 


For nearly 10 months Dollfuss bung 
on as a parliamentary chancellor dur- 
ing a period of economic stress. 


On March 4, 1933, while a president 
of the United States was being sworn 
in, a row broke out in the Austrian 
parliamentent over voting which led 
eventaully to the Dollfuss -dictator- 
ship and all that went with it—civil 
war, __‘ terrorism, hangings, 
“putsch.” 

The president of the parliament and 
the vice presidents resigned as a re- 
sult of the disagreement, leaving the 
nation without an organized repre- 
sentative asembly. 

Resignations Offered. 

Dolifuss and his cabinet went to 
President Miklas, who alone had pow- 
er to call an election, and offered 
their resignations, | 

Miklas refused them, and told the 
cabinet to.rule “with firmness” with- 
out a parliament. 

Only once since that date has a 
national legislative assembly sat in 
Austria, and that meeting was little 
more than an empty formality. 

Nine days after parliament was dis- 
banded—and while the publie still ex- 
pected that there eventually would be 
an election—the socialists mobilized 
their schutzbound as rumors flew that 
either the nazis or the monarchists 
were planning to seize the governmen® 

Dollfuss, equally alarmed by che 
rumors, even went to the point of call- 
ing on the socialists—as far as they 
were from him politically—to help 


im. 
_ The socialists had no such inten- 
tions. From their viewpoint, Dollfuss 
was as objectionable as the nazis. 
Socialist View Outlined. 

In the book he wrote in exile a 

year later, Julius Deutsch; former so- 
cialist minister, set forth the socialis 
view. 
_ After Adolf Hitler took over power 
in Germany, he maintained, the issue 
of fascism against democracy came to 
a head in Austria, but the’ fascists 
could not agree among themselves. 

Deutsch pictures the nazis and the 
fascists as fighting on behalf of Ger- 
many and Italy, respectively, to gain 
control of Austria, drumming up sup- 
port by frightening the ple with 
“the specter of a bolshevik uprising.” 

The nazis and other oppositions ex- 
pressed themselves occasionally with 
terroristic acts, including an attempt 
to assassinate Dollfuss, in which he 
was wounded slightly. 

In September, 1933, Prince Ernst 
Von Starhemberg accu Dolifuss of 
not keeping promises to the heimwehr, 
but this difference was patched up in 
a short time. 


Triumvirate Created. — 


A sort of triumvirate came into be- 
ing—Dollfuss, Von Starhemberg and 
Kmil Fey, like the prince, a heimwehr 
leader. . 

The socialists, alarmed by this union 
of their foes and harrassed by nu- 
merous attacks upon their citadel in 
the Vienna city hall, revolted on Feb- 
bruary, 1934. 

Civil war broke out suddenly, and 
lasted for five days—days which saw 
heavy slaughter. 

The aid given by the heimwehr in 
this emergency tied that organization 
firmly to the Dollfuss regime, regard- 
less of all else. 

_ The government won, literally mov- 
ing through blood to a firmer posi- 


tion. \ 


The socialist party and the nazi; 
party were outlawed, and Dolfuss’ Ao 
party—now the fatherland front and 
including .the various elements to 
whom he looked for support—was le- 
galized as the only political party in 
Austria. 

Dollfuss said three dictators were 
too many, and became head of the 
government alone, retaining Fey as 
vice chancellor. 

Parliament Abandoned. 

He began work on a new constitu- 
tion, after Prince Von Starhemberg 
had yisited Italy to get ideas, and 
proclaimed that parliamentary gov- 
ernment was gone forever. 

Instead of that, said Dollfuss, Aus- 
tria would have a government which 
would be based on the theory that the 
power to rule comes from God in- 
stead of from the people. 

The constitution was proclaimed on 
May Day, and the remnant of the par- 
liament—minus_ socialists, nine of 
whom had been hanged as a result 
of the civil war, and other opposi- 
tionists—adopted it, then adjourned 
forever. 


Hundreds of socialists and nazis 
were in jail and in concentration 
camps, but both parties continued ac- 
tive despite the harshest possible meth- 
ods on the part of the government. 

Von Starhemberg was made vice 
chancellor and Fey was put in charge 
of the police forces as the new con- 
stitution came into effect, and later 
changes were made to centralize more 
power in Dollfuss’ hands. 

Fey Demoted. 

Fey was moved down and down in 
the cabinet, and while Von Starhem- 
berg’s office remained the same there 
was no indication as to whether he 
was still as powerful. 

The heimwher remained loyal, how- 
ever, and hatred between that organi- 
zation and the regular army of 22,- 
000 men added grief to an already 
well supplied regime. 
There was one serious clash at 
Graz, and numerous other signs that 
the professional soldiers, after the 
manner of their ilk, did not care for 
home guards who strutted in political 
uniforms, 

Doilfuss, who had restored the death 
penalty to Austria and had rather 
shocked the nation by hanging the 
nine socialists, pleaded, begged and 
threatened. 


He said he would hang anyone con- 
d of terrorism.

German Nazis Accused. _ ) 

Many accused the German nazis of 
the outrages. Hitler met 
Premier Mussolini, of Italy, regarded 
as Dollfuss’ guardian angel, in Venice 
June 14, and they were announced 
as agreeing that Austria must remain 
an independent nation. 

The bombings kept up—worse, if 
anything, and just a few days ago 
irritatiom was displayed semi-official- 
ly in Italy. 

More and more nazis were arrested, 
but such as were convicted were given 
prison terms. Their comrades threat- 
ened seven-fold reprisals if any were 
hanged. 

Monday the government rounded up 
some 1,500 socialists, communists and 
nazis—mostly socialists, and charged 
the three opposition elements with 
uniting in a common front. 

Two socialists—young fellows, poor- 
ly dressed and showing signs of rough 
handling—were tried for a bombing 
and the shooting of a policeman. 

One was hanged Tuesday night, ¢ 
22-year-old foreigner who appeared in 
court with black eyes which he said 
were inflicted by his captors. 

The other received a commutation, 
because he was said to have been only 
an accessory. 

The government Wednesday was tak- 
ing the fullest precautions to prevent 
demonstrations and was threatening 
to hang some nazis—then came 
putsch.

Atlantan Tells Savannah Doctors 
Detects of Socialized Medicine 


SAVANNAH, Ga., July. 25.—@)— 
Socialization of the practice ef medi- 
cine might cure some of the defects 
which now exist but would bring many 
more much more difficult to handie, 
the First District Medical Society was 
told today by Dr. Allen H. Bunce, 
of Atlanta, Editor of the Journal of 
the Medical Association of Georgia. 

For many years, he said, the prac- 
tice of medicine has been conducted 
in part or in whole by the government 
in many foreign countries, Physi- 
cians are employed and controlled 
either directly or indirectly by the 
state. Two rich national foundations, 
several philantropists, many sociolo- 
gists and others are making an ef- 
fort, he said, to bring about this meth- 
od in the United States. 

In an address before the society to- 
night Dr. Bunce said that while there 
in the American 
system of medical practice, “we see 
no necessity of its socialization. Many 
improvements can, should and will be 
made.”

It may be too 
early to draw definite conclusions, but 
it would seem that this low income 
group is not particularly imterested in 
' saving for medical care.”

IV—SAWFISH. 

“What fish ought to be @ good 
carpenter ?”’ 

That is one of the riddles in a leaf.

The answer, of course, is the “saw- 
fish.”

Unless the living room in your 
home has a length of 20 feet or more, 
it is not long enough to hold some of 
the extra large members of the saw- 
fish family. in general the fish are 
not more than 15 feet long, but some 
are above 20 feet. Professor J. Arthur 
Thomson tells of one captured in the 
Pacific with a length of 29 feet, antl 
measuring 19 feet around the thickest 
part of the body! 

The great flat bony saw juts out 
from the skull, and is sometimes 
longer than a man is tall. At the base 


it may measure more than a foot. 
At either side is a row of teeth, from 
two to four inches long, and..it is 
these that give the name to the fish. 
There are from 40 to 60 teeth on 
each “saw.” 

The mouth of a sawfish contains 
its true teeth, which are ‘small but 
good for crushing. ; 

Sawfish are found around the Gulf 
of Mexico, and in warm waters else- 
where, Many swim about the-coast of 
the Mediterranean sea. They like shal- 
low waters. Some have entered the 
mouth of the Mississippi river and 
have made their way miles upstream, 
doing damage to nets laid by fisher- 
men. 


From the size of their saws, we 


should expect sawfish to go after big 
' game; 
known to be made up of small fish 


but their common § food is 
such as anchovies, mullets and sar- 
dines. There are tales of sawfish at- 
tacking large animals of the sea, in- 
cluding whales, and using their saws 
to slash off a piece to eat, as a 
butcher might cut a piece of steak. 
Something of that sort may happen 
at times: but, if so, it ie not usual. 
Whales and most other large citizens 
of the ocean like deep water, and sel- 
dom go into the shallow places where 
sawfish find their food. 

Sawfish are relatives of sharks, 
and among the sharks is one kind 
which is an extremely close relative. 
It is called the “sawshark” and has 
a long, flat snout with teeth on either 
side. Sawsharks dwell in waters 
near Australia and eastern Asia. The 
teeth on their snouts are sharp, but 
are smaller than those of sawfish. 
Their food is made up largely of he? 
ring and anchovies.

Quite aside from our holiday, much 
money is spent in recreation such as 
movies and going out to dance places, 
particilarly for young people,.and |

And when you have added 
up what has gone in and what will 
probably have to come out, you may 
find that you are obliged to eliminate 
whole sections which you had thought 
indispensable in your .budget. but this 
has had to be done from time im- 
memorial and.I imagine every gen- 


——!/ eration can go on finding this budget- 


Doubling for a Lead. 


We all know of — the inferences 
which may be derived from the dou- 
ble of a small or grand slam con- 
tract under the lead-directing double 
convention. However, the lead-direct- 
ing double does not apply to slam con- 
tracts only. If your partner, out of 
a clear sky, without ever having en- 
tered the bidding, suddenly doubles an 
opposing game contract he is doing so 
for one of two reasons. He may have 
been lying back with a tremendous 
hand throughout the early rounds of 
the bidding and be doubling on an 
almost sure thing, in which case he 
will probably defeat the contract no 
matter what the opening lead. At oth- 
er times, however, the opening leader 


can tell by a careful review of the 
opponents’ bidding and a careful sur- 
vey of his own hand that his partner 
must be doubling for a specific lead— 
usually the lad of a suit which has 
been bid by the dummy, and which 
naturally will go through the dummy 
and up to the partner’s hand. 

On the hand below, the double of 
the final contract by East enabled 
West to make the only lead which 
would not give declarer his contract. 

South, dealer. 

North and South vulnerable. 


The early bidding by North and 
South needs no comment. 
double is the only interesting bid of 
the hand. Since North (dummy) has 
bid hearts, East is practically certain 
of four tricks in that suit. He knows 
that a heart lead must be the best 
opening and that he, East, after hav- 
ing won the first round of hearts can 
make the proper shift after a view of 
the dummy. 

The West player was able to decode 
the message of East’s double. The 
East orn had never entered the 
early bidding even to make a non- 
vulnerable overcall; furthermore, 
West saw that he did not have a com- 
plete Yarborough himself—his hand 
actually contained a king and a jack. 
Therefore it seemed most unlikely 
that East could hold five certain 
tricks regardless of the lead; or even 
four or three tricks. The answer was 
obviously that East must be doubling 
to command a lead of a particular 
suit and at the same time to prevent 
any other lead. Of course, if the West 
player had held four or five cards 


headed by something like the K-Q-J | 


in some other suit, he should definite- 
ly have led that suit. But in the ab- 
sence of any such combination, West 
tried to complete. his decoding of 
East's message, and came to the con- 
clusion that if East was commanding 
a certain suit it must he the suit 
which dummy had bid and which the 
declarer had twice failed to support. 
West, therefore, after a very slight 
hesitation opened the heart nine in 
preference to the more normal lead 
of his fourth best spade. East won 
the first trick with the ten-spot, and 
returned a diamond. West won this 
trick with his king and led another 
heart. The defense thue took four 
heart tricks and a diamond trick, de- 
feating the contract. 

_ It is easily seen that no other open- 
ing could have defeated the contract. 
A spade lead would automatically 
have given the declarer his ninth 
trick by establishing a finesse against 
West’s jack. A diamond lead would 
have enabled the declarer to set up a 
diamond trick before the defense 
could run more than three heart
